Council members were urged by 
Mayor Ricky Haywood to review 
the drawings and be prepared to give 
their final approval by the next coun 
cil meeting. Haywood said after the 
meeting that it would probably be 
spring before the actual sale is held, 

Other actions taken by the council 
included setting a workshop next 
Monday night to review options ona 
proposed grant application to Parm- 
er’s Home. The proposed project is 
designed to improve and upgrade the 
sewer collection system throughout

Police Chief Bruce Peacock re 


sported the department had answered 


406 calls since the last report. They 
made six criminal arrest and issued 
six traffic citations, including one for 
DUI. They investigated 10 traffic ac 
cidents, with three injuries. 

Eleven of the police department 
bullet proof vests’ serviceability 
guarantee will expire next May, Pea 
cock told the council of closeout 
prices on some $700 vest and re 
quested permission to purchase them 
at the $199 special price, Haywood 
referred the request to the finance 
committed for a recommendation, 

Peacock reported the, department 
had received about $4,000 cash do 
nations plus $800 pledges to pur- 
chase two duel trained drug/patrol 
dogs. A down payment of $4,750 
would be made on initial purchase 
and an additional $4,750 would be 
due in one year, The chief said “I 
will assume the responsibility for 
this.” He added, “We will get the 
money.” 

The chief assured council mem- 
bers their only cost would be in case 
the dogs were hurt and needed med- 
ical treatment. He added the dogs 
would be used for detecting drugs, 
clearing buildings, as tracking dogs 
and in crowd control. 

The council had given Peacock 
permission to look into the cost of 
the dogs at the last council meeting. 
However, they took no action Mon- 
day night on his request for the dogs. 

Bills totaling $17,181.12 were ap- 
proved for payment, These included 
$631 for office supplies, $1081.00 
for Trust Department fees, $4087.69 
for vehicle repair and parts, $725.00 
on Aide for Senior Citizens and 
$2,113.84 for lodging expenses of 
Hurricane Opal workers. 

The latter will be largely re- 
imbursed by federal disaster funds. 

Action on adopting a revised per- 
sonnel manual was again tabled 


when it was discovered council 
members still had some changes 
they wanted made. Also tabled was a 
request for a computer program for 
the library, This will await further 
explanation from someone on the Li 
brary board 

The council told Timothy Wil 
liams to let them know when his 
Elba Youth Training Center received 
lax exempt status. He was asking for 
help preparing a running track and 
volley ball court. 

Elaine Roberts, representing 
HRDC, reported changes in federal 
funding were forcing changes in 
their programs. She said they would 
be concentrating on training people 
in how to do for themselves, etc. 
rather than furnishing as much mon 
ey and other money sensitive materi

Stephens stated that since taxpay- 
ers were going to ultimately pay the 
bill on a new courthouse, he felt that 
the commission should oversee its 
construction and funding. 

The commissioners are to be pre- 
pared at the next meeting (Novem- 
ber 27) to make appointments to the 
public building authority. 

County Engineer Randy Tindell 
informed the commission that the 
county had received a $200,000

County BOE continues storm damage repairs .

Roofs damaged by Hurricane 
Opal continue to be the main topic 
of discussion in the Coffee County 
School Board. 

During their last meeting which 
was held on Monday, November 13, 
board members took a positive step 
in permanently “fixing” the roof on 
the Zion Chapel Elementary School 
building. 

‘However, the decision did not 
come easy as some of the board 
members were opposed to repairing 
the “flat” roof. Instead, they pre- 
ferred replacing the present flat roof 
with a pitched one. 

Board member Danny Jernigan 
said, “Roofs will break this [school] 
system if we don’t fix them right.” 

Superintendent Clayton Bryant, 
noting that four classes had been dis- 
placed due to the leaking roof, said, 
“We have a critical situation and we 
need to get a roof on the building.” 

Ted Fillingim, transportation and 
maintenance supervisor for county 
schools, told board members, 
“We've been climbing ladders and 
pumping water at 3 a.m. and this sit- 
uation needs fixing now!” 

After several minutes of intense 
discussion, board member Virgil 
Coleman stated, “This should be 
treated as an emergency situation, 
which it is, and I recommend that we 


accept one of the present bids and 
proceed with repairing the roof using 
the insurance money." 

Marty Robbins Roofing Company 
has submitted a bid of $25,850.00 
and __‘ Tri-State Roofing bid 
$30,000.00. 

The board, in a 4 to 1 vote with 
two abstentions, gave the go-ahead 
for repairs to begin as soon as possi- 
ble to the roof. 

Both contractors had given the 
first week in December as a Start 
date, but the board requested that 
Bryant attempt to get this improved 
upon if possible. The repairs are esti- 
mated to take a week to complete. 

Continuing with roofing prob- 
lems, the board accepted the low bid 
of $8,600 from Junior Pickett to re- 
pair the storm damaged roof on the 
Kinston gymnasium. 

The board also voted to seek bids 
on repairing other buildings in the 
system (Kinston, New Brockton & 
Zion Chapel) which had “shingle 
damage.” 

Fillingim was instructed to have 
the repairs bid two ways: one with 
the contractor providing labor only 
and the school system furnishing 
materials; the other with the contrac- 
tor doing the complete job - labor 
and materials. 

Turning to other matters of busi- 
ness, board members heard from a 
concerned parent.

An Elba man has been arrested by 
police and charged with assault and

Upon 
their arrival, officers determined that 
a 36-year-old woman had been as- 
saulted and allegedly raped. 

The victim was treated at Elba 
General Hospital and later trans- 
ferred to Southeast Medical Center 
in Dothan, AL.

Coffee County Crimestoppers 
feel that it is time to educate the par- 
ents as well as the children. 

The group has organized a panel 
and scheduled a Drugs, Violence, 
and Gangs Parent Information For- 
um for parents. 

The forum is set for 7:00 p.m. 
Tuesday, Nov. 28, at the Farm Cen- 
ter in New Brockton. 

“Crime is taking over our world 
and the youngsters of today are not 
being left out,” said Gary Watson, a 
juvenile probation officer in Coffee 
County. 

According to current statistics, 
40% of all crimes committed in Ala- 
bama are committed by juveniles, 

“This group is offering parents a 
golden opportunity to learn what 
their children are saying by the 
clothes they wear and the other com- 
mon gang-related signs, ” said Wat- 
son. 

In a prepared statement, Cindy 
Dunaway, a D.A.R.E. Officer with 
the Enterprise Police Department, 
said, “We're hoping to educate par- 
ents on what to look for in gang ac- 
tivity and give them information on 
how to talk to their children.” 

“We are encouraging parents, 
teachers, preachers, grandparents, 
and anyone interested in a better to- 
morrow for our children to be there,” 
said New Brockton Mayor Kathryn 
Holley, Chairperson for Crimestop- 
pers. 


“Parents just don’t know what 
they’re dealing with, or how to deal 
with it - they’ve never experienced it 

‘before. We want to help them learn 
how to deal with it,” she said. 

District Judge Steve Blair provid- 
ed some interesting stats during a 
press conference called Friday after- 
noon to announce the forum. 

He stated that between 1990 and 
1994, homicide charges against juve- 
niles rose 144%; robbery charges by 
91%, and assault charges by 30%. 

The state’s juvenile court cases, 
between 1984 and 1993, rose by 


66% from 21,000 to almost 36,000 
cases. The commission of violent of- 
fenses by juveniles rose by more 
than 111% (1,600 to 3,400) during 
the same period of time. 

Those individuals scheduled to 
serve as panelists at the forum are: 
Circuit Judge Tom Head, Juvenile 
Court Judge Steve Blair; Chief Juve- 
nile Probation Officer Eva McGrath, 
Coffee County Sheriff Ben Moates,

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Troopers predict 17 will die 


Alabama State Troopers urge mo- 
torists to drive with care and buckle 
up to ensure safe travel during the 
Thanksgiving holiday period. 

Holiday travelers also are encour- 
aged to observe posted speed limits 
and all other traffic laws, and to ab- 
stain from drinking and driving. 

Public Safety estimates that 17 
persons will die in traffic crashes 
during the 102-hour period, which 
Started at 6:00 p.m., Wednesday, 
Noy. 22, and will continue until mid- 
night Sunday, Nov. 26. 

Last year, 15 people died as a re- 
sult of traffic crashes during the 
Thanksgiving holiday period. At 
least 7 of the deaths were alcohol re- 
lated, and only one of the crash vic- 


tims was using a safety belt. 

“Safety belts and child restraints 
are proven life savers, Please make- 
sure ‘you and those you care about 
buckle up during the holidays and 
every time you travel,” said Public 
Safety Director Col, Gene Mitchell. 

All available state troopers will 
be patroling the state’s roadways to 
enforce traffic laws, assist motorists 
and serve as visible reminders to 
drive safely. 

Troopers also will increase patrol 
on heavily traveled roadways as part 
of Operation C.A.R.E., Combined 
Accident Reduction Effort, which is 
an effort by state police throughout 
the nation to promote safe travel dur- 
ing the holidays.

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Elba BOE deals with routine matters

The Elba City School Board held 
a relatively short meeting on No 
vember 9th to conduct routine board 
business 

Monthly bills were approved for 
payment and board members were 
bricfed on various changes in the 
monthly financial statement. 

Superintendent Charles Pearce 
said changes in state funding meth- 
ods necessitated the changes and 
they should expect more changes in 
the coming months. Pearce ex- 


plained that the state department ex 
perts have not decided exactly how 
they wanted the monthly reports to 
retlect new lump sum state funding 
portions of the General Fund, 

The state funding is further com- 


plicated by a determination that Elba 
will later ‘n the year get an annual 
one-time check of $342,000, as part 
of equity funding settlement. That 
amount will drop to $228,000 next 
year and to $114,000 the third year. 
Pearce acknowledged this is hard to 
understand, but is a fact of life 

School board members com 
mented they have a balanced budget 
this year, but must find cuts to keep 
it balanced in face of the state fund 
ing drops in the next two years. 

The Capital Projects section of 
the financial statement showed a 
$50,000 drop from the beginning of 
the month. Pearce explained this was 
due to paying for a new school bus, 
which is partially funded by Elba’s 
portion of a special state trans 
portauion grant, 


Repairs to the school buildings 
roofs from Hurricane Opal were es 
timated at $3,000 to 4,000. The 
school has insurance, with a $500 
deductible. Repairs are being made 
by ESMAC. 

A change in the school calendar 
was necessary, due to a hurricane 
day lost. The board approved ex- 
tending the school year by one day, 
with the final day for students being 
on May 28th and teachers finishing 
up on May 29th, 

Pearce noted that everyone 
wouldn't like this, but it was the best 
option available. 

Board members were given a stat- 
us report on student athlete Shandez 
Daniels. Pearce told board members 
he was impressed with Daniels’ pos- 
ilive, optimistic attitude.

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Brunson gives up seat on Elba City Coucilfl

The Elba City Council meeting 
opened Monday evening with the 
reading of a resignation letter from 
District 4 council member Bill Brun- 
son. Brunson gave as the reason his 
recent move out of the district. 

Last weekend he and his wife 
Rhonda moved into their new home, 
which is located atop the hill, on the 
East side of Pea River and are now 
residents of District #3. Council 
members must reside in the district 
which they represent. 

Brunson was also a member of 
the Water & Electric Board and the 
Zoning Board. As he was appointed 
to these positions by virtue of his 
seat on the city council, he also in- 
cluded these positions in his letter of 
resignation. 

Mayor Ricky Haywood explained 
that the council would officially re- 
ceive the resignation at this No- 
vember 27th meeting, but couldn’t 
appoint anyone to replace Mr. Brun- 
son until the first meeting in De- 
cember (Dec. 11). The mayor sug- 
gested council members call him 
with any names for a replacement as 
District 4 council member. The re- 
placement will serve approximately 
ten months or until a newly elected 
city government takes office in Oc- 
tober, 1996. 

A one block section of Academy 
Street, behind the United Methodist 
Church, moved one step closer to of- 
ficial closure. A petition from both 
the church and the only other prop- 
erty Owner facing the street Mahlon 
Mooney, was presented to the coun- 
cil, by Attorney Mark Vaughan, re- 
questing the closure. 

At the next meeting the council 
members will officially approve or 
disapprove the closure. Haywood 
told council members he had dis- 
cussed the matter with the fire chief 
and the chief saw no fire fighting 
problem with the action. 

City Clerk Henry Clark reported 
to the council on a proposal from the 
Alabama Highway Department to 
setile a dispute over 23 manhole cov- 
ers on state highways within the city.

Last year a paving contractor tor 
the state was paid to bring the covers 
up to road level during a resurfacing 
project. Clark said it continued to 
cause problems, including three 
claims for damages to automobiles. 

He reported receiving two es- 
timates for correcting the problem, 
as requested by state officials. The 
state has agreed to pay to the city the 
$9,775 it will cost to make the re- 
pairs. The council voted to accept 
the proposal. Council member Earl 
McCollough abstained since the con- 
tractors who will be doing the work 
are relatives, 

The council again considered pur- 
chasing 14 new bulletproof vest for 
the police department. Police Chief 
Bruce Peacock reported an offer to 
sell Elba the needed vest for $199 
each on a closeout. Normally the 
cost exceeds $500 each. The close- 
out vest will still carry the same 
guarantee of quality. 

The vests presently being used 
will lose their certification within the 


next year. 

The matter had been tabled at the 
last meeting, awaiting a financial re- 
port. Haywood pointed out that fi- 
nance chairman Bill Brunson had re- 
signed and therefore there was no 
report. 

The city council approved the 
purchase if the bookkeeper and city 
clerk could assure everyone the 
money was available and the de- 
partment was within budget. 

A proposal from a private am- 
bulance service to make all daytime 
calls and rotate the nighttime emer- 
gency calls was tabled until the next 
meeting. Staats of the firm 
said it would relieve the volunteer 
rescue squad from having to leave 
their daytime jobs and would be at 
no cost to the city. 

Tabled again was a request from 
the public library for some addi- 
tional software to update the com- 
puter system. Mrs. Doris Taylor said 
the new software would allow in- 
ventory control and eliminate the 
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card system for checking in or out of 
books. Initial cost is $4,750 and an- 
nual update costs are $2,250. 

The second council meeting in 
December would fall on December 
25th. Haywood said that unless there 
was an emergency, the council 
would meet twice on Dec. 11, to ful- 
fill the requirement for two monthly 
meetings. 

Also a work session will be 
planned in January to iron out differ- 
ences with a proposed new per- 
sonnel manual.

The Coffee County Commission 
meeting Monday morning was most- 
ly routine and lasted less than an 
hour including a  twenty-minute 
break. 

Commissioners were scheduled to 
appoint members to a public build- 
ing authority to handle the construc- 
tion of a new courthouse in Enter- 
prise; however, not all the 
commissioners had chosen the per- 
son they wish to appoint. The ap- 
pointments will be made at the next 
scheduled commission meeting on 
December 11. 

At the last meeting, the approval 
was given to a three-person commit- 
tee (Charleen Goolsby, Myra Riley 
and jaltn Buck) to incorporate the

The commission accepted Com- 
missioner Bill Faulk’s recommenda- 
tion that the board of directors be 
composed of nine members - one ap- 
pointed by each commissioner from 
his district and two at-large. 

The majority of the meeting dealt 
with bid openings on debris removal 
from on-system road right-of-ways 
and a new tractor to pull the rock 
trailer. 

Dowling Truck and Tractor Com- 
pany of Enterprise was the lone bid- 
der on the truck. Their bid was 
$61,894.00. The commissioners ac- 
cepted the bid. 

When asked about how this price 
compaired with the cost of the previ- 
ous tractor, County Engineer Randy 
Tindell responded, “Five years ago, 
this tractor, with the same specs, cost 
approximatley $55,000.00. I think 
that it is well within reason. 

“We're able to buy this truck at a 
cheaper price because of the big gov- 
erment discount received from the 
manufacturer.” 

Tindell went on to say, “Our

Missing man’s body found 
in Geneva County 


A body discovered in Geneva 


County has been identified as being © 
the man reported missing in the No- F 


vember 16th issue of The Elba Clip- 
er, 

‘ The body of Loren Kevin Aplin, 
33, of 200 S. Johnson Street, Sam- 
son, AL (his permanent address), 
was found on Monday, November 
20, by hunters in a wooded area west 
of Geneva County Road 4, near the 
Geneva city limits. 

The Elba Police Department be- 
came involved in the case when 


Aplin’s sister, Linda Patel, reported * 


that he had called her and told her 
that he was on his way to Elba to see 


her, Mrs, Patel lives at 846 Washing- 


ton Avenue in Elba, 

The last time anyone heard from 
Aplin was on September 21 when he 
spoke with his sister, He was report- 
edly sighted in Samson on Septem- 
ber 28. He is the son of former Sam- 
son Mayor Bill Aplin, 

Aplin’s body was found on tim- 
berland behind the Fleming Compa- 
ny warehouse, located just over 3 
miles from Geneva County Road 4, 
The wooded area is own by Great 
Northern Timber, a subsidiary of 
Georgia Pacific, and is leased for 
hunting, 

According to Geneva County au- 
thorities, the investigation will con- 
tinue as though the death were a 
homicide, since there is not an ap- 
parent cause of death,
